LORD ESSENDON’S REVIEW 


The Forty-ninth Annual General Meeting of Furness, Withy 
and Company, Limited, was held at the registered office of the 
company, Furness House, Leadenhall Street, London, E.C.3, on 
Tuesday, 20 August 1940, at noon. 

Lorp EssEnpoN, in moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, said: The usual formalities of reading the notice con- 
vening the meeting and also the report of the auditors to the 
members having been complied with, may I take it that it is 
your pleasure to dispense with the remaining formality of 
reading the directors’ report which has been in your hands 
for the requisite period? 

Much that has happened since we last met has already sunk 
into oblivion, and the picture which we have before us to-day 
is one which bears the colours, and some of the shadows, of the 
war conditions which have governed our operations for two- 
thirds of our financial year. 

So far as the accounts are concerned, I would preface 
my usual summary with the general comment that the 
past year should be looked upon as having covered three distinct 
periods—the pre-war period ; the first few months of war when 
the shipping industry was adjusting itself to the new condi- 
tions; and the third period, commencing in February last, when 
all liner tonnage was requisitioned by H.M. Government. - It is 
a comforting thought that the first period showed a fairly sub- 
stantial improvement over the corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year, particulasly in our New York/ Bermuda service, for 
instance. By the turn of fortune’s wheel, however, the Bermuda 
trade was affected by the outbreak of war more seriously than 
any of our other services, as the ‘‘ Queen of Bermuda ’”’ was 
requisitioned immediately for Government service, and_ the 
United States Government’s request to their citizens to refrain 
from travelling on belligerent flag vessels brought about the 
withdrawal of the ‘‘ Monarch of Bermuda,’’ which vessel was 
also subsequently requisitioned for Government service. 

The period of adjustment which followed immediately after 
the outbreak of war covered so many differing phases that it is 
impossible, at this stage, to give shareholders anything more 
than the briefest summary of events. The Government scheme 
of war risk insurance for ships and cargoes came into operation 
immediately. British ships on passage at the outbreak of war 
were covered free of premium until the conclusion of their voy- 
ages, but thereafter substantial premiums had to be paid in 
advance to provide for the risks of war which as yet were 
incalculable, This heavy expenditure naturally involved an 
immediate adjustment of freight rates, and inevitable delays 
while shippers and importers were revising their prices. Other 
delays occurred in connection with ships bound to destinations 
through which their cargoes might possibly reach enemy hands. 
Many ships were withdrawn from their normal services for mili- 
tary and naval requirements, and there were many problems 
to solve in connection with pre-war engagements. Tragic as it 
is that industry should experience two major wars within a 
single generation, it is at any rate fortunate that some of us 
have been able to contribute the experience of 1914-18 towards 
the solution of all these problems, and on the whole it is with 
no little satisfaction that I am able to state that there was. 
in those early days of war, a large measure of understanding 
and co-operation between shipowners and shippers. From my own 
knowledge I am able to refer to one large shipper who volun- 
tarily contributed no less than £19,500 towards the cost of war 
risk insurance to enable various British owners to carry out pre- 
war engagements. There were undoubtedly many such in- 
stances. Before passing from this period of adjustment I 
should perhaps refer to one other phase, viz., the Government’s 
policy of controlling prices with a view to preventing any undue 
rise in the cost of living, etc. In pursuance of this policy 
freight rates for British ships engaged in the principal tramp 
trades were controlled, and the control was made effective by 
licensing regulations. Unfortunately, whilst freight rates for 
British flag ships could be controlled in this way, there was no 
similar control over expenses necessarily incurred abroad ; more- 
over, the controlled freight rates in the course of time got out 
of line with the rates demanded in the same trades by neutral 
flag ships. 

Then gradually we reached the third period when the whole 
of the British ocean-going vessels, both tramps and liners, were 
requisitioned by H.M. Government. There were a few specified 
exceptions to this general requisition, but, in general terms, all 
ocean-going ships were requisitioned, some of which are em- 
ployed on military and naval service, and the remainder which 
are still engaged in commercial service are operating for 
account of the Government, who receive the whole of the voyage 
earnings after paying to the owners a rate of hire to cover the 
costs of operation, interest and depreciation. 


THE YEAR’S PROFIT 


i have mentioned these thnee phases of the past year as a 
prelude to dealing with the accounts before us. These are 
drawn in the customary manner and need little comment so 
far as the balance sheet is concerned. Briefly, our capital 
remains unaltered; the General and Investment Reserve 


. Account amounts to £1,500,000, or 25 per cent. of our ordinary 


capital; there is a new item, viz, Fleet Replacement Account, 
to which I will refer separately; amounts on deposit from or 
due to subsidiary companies stand at £884,397; and sundry 
creditors, credit balances and bills payable, including provi- 
sion for taxation and dividends at £2,079,821. This last- 
mentioned item shows an increase over the previous year, but 
there is no particular significance in this increase: it arises 
largely in the ordinary course of business, except that it 
includes a substantially increased provision for taxation, viz. 
£125,000, 

_On the assets side, shipping property at cost, less deprecia- 
tion, stands at £2,158,221; investments in subsidiary shipping 
companies £4,311,013, also at cost less depreciation. General 
investments, which include British Government securities, 
£2,435,295, and investments in subsidiary companies other than 
shipping, £1,049,293. All these items are substantially un- 
changed, except for the depreciation written off. Freeholds, 
office buildings, warehouse and wharf property are up by about 
£138,000, due to our having taken into our books the properties 
previously owned by a colonial subsidiary company. Amount 
due from subsidiary companies, £240,298, is up by £120,000, 
and sundry debtors are also up by £426,000. Bank balances, 
deposit accounts, Treasury bills, etc., viz. £382,575, are about 
the same as a year ago. 

It will be seen that the balance sheet retains its strength 
and simplicity. One important feature is that there are no 
charges on the company’s assets, and the only item which 
carries anything in the nature of a fixed charge is the 5 per 
cent. cumulative dividend on our £1,500,000 preference share 
capital, 

The Profit and Loss Account shows how our earnings have 
fared. The net profit for the year, including dividends received, 
amounts to £618,651, an increase of £113,500. After adding to 
the profit for the year the amount of £188,428 brought forward, 
thero is a total available for appropriation of £807,079. Provi- 
sion has been made for the preference share dividend, viz. 
£45,000, and your directors recommend, after very careful con- 
sideration, that the balance be appropriated by the payment of 
a dividend of 5 per cent., less income tax, on the ordinary 
stock; that there be set aside for depreciation the sum of 
£300,000 ; and that a Fleet Replacement Account be created and 
credited with £100,000, which will leave a balance of £189,579 
to be carried forward to the current year, practically the same 
as the amount brought in. 

Special reference should be made to the Fleet Replacement 
Account. It will be remembered that early last year the Govern- 
ment announced various proposals for the assistance of British 
shipping. The outbreak of war prevented the enactment of 
those proposals, and consequently the proposed subsidy to 
tramp shipping of £2,750,000 per annum for five vears, and 
also the establishment of a fund of £10,000,000 for the protec- 
tion of cargo liner service, have not been given effect to. The 
Shipbuilding Loans, bearing interest at 33 per cent. per annum 
and repayable over a period of ten years have, however, been 
made available, and it is obvious that these facilities have 
proved of great advantage to the State inasmuch as a large 
number of vessels were built—many of which are already in 
commission—which otherwise would not; in all probability, have 
been laid down. - The Shipbuilding Grants (the first instalment 
of which amounts to £320,000) are to be paid for the first year in 
accordance with the understanding. The remainder of the pro- 
posals in the British Shipping (Assistance) Bill, 1939, are 
abandoned, and it will be seen that the advantages of those 
proposals which have been given effect to lie chiefly with the 
shipbuilding industry and the State, the former having had the 
benefit of building the ships, and the State now getting the 
benefit of their use. 


PROVISION OF NEW VESSELS 


I record these facts as a preliminary to my remarks on 
the subject of replacement. Our own company has been 
fortunate in that we have not lost any vessels, either by 
war or marine risks, since we last met. Subsidiary and 
associated companies have not fared so well. Two companies

The entry of Italy into the war and the collapse of, 
France caused an appreciable reduction in imports, ex- 
ports and re-exports last month compared with June. 
The excess of imports over exports was not greatly 
affected, being £54-0 million as against £526 million 
in June. The adverse balance was appreciably lower 
than in earlier months of this year, but was 
£19-8 million more than in July 1939. For the seven 
months the excess of imports over exports rose from 
£217 million in 1939 to £397 million, the increase 
averaging nearly £26 million a month. 


The value of imports in July, £87-0 million, was the 
lowest for any month this year, the decline compared 
with June being £3:8 million. Food, drink and tobacco 
fell by £53 million, notwithstanding increases of 
nearly 50 per cent. for dairy produce and tobacco. The 
most important reductions were £3°6 million for grain 
and flour and £1°6 million for fresh fruit and vege- 
tables, but reductions exceeding £1 million were also 
recorded for meat and “‘ other food.’’ Imports of raw 
materials also declined, by £1°1 million, mainly owing 
to falls of £2-4 million for cotton and £0-9 million for 
dil seeds, ete. Imports of wool and rubber, on the 
other hand, rose by £1°5 million and £1-1 million re- 
spectively, and there was a further improvement, 
amounting to £0°4 million, in imports of wood and 
timber. The rise of £2°6 million in imports of manu- 
factured articles resulted from much larger imports 
of non-ferrous metals (£2°9 million), iron and steel 
(£1:2 million) and vehicles (including locomotives, 
ships and aircraft) (£0°8 million), partly offset by 


reductions for manufactured oils, machinery and 
Paper and cardboard. Imports were £88 million 
higher than in July 1939, the largest increases 


being £38 million for non- ferrous metals, £3°5 million 
for wool and £29 million for the vehicles group. 





£31-2 million, were £5°0 million less than in June and 
£9-2 million less than in July 1939. The latter decline 
was wholly due to the absence of trade with enemy 
and enemy-occupied territories in Europe, coupled with 
the inaccessability of the Baltic countries, Switzerland 
and the Balkans, trade with other countries being £2} 
million more than a year ago, notwithstanding the in- 
creased concentration of industry on the production of 
munitions and Service requirements of all kinds. While 
all three main classes showed a decline in relation to 
June that for food, drink and tobacco (£166,000) 
was relatively small. The most important reduction 
was £1:3 million (34 per cent.) for raw materials, 
shipments of coal falling by £1:1 million owing to 
the absence of exports to France. The decline of 
£3-4 million (12 per cent.) in exports of manufac- 
tured articles was due essentially to smaller exports 
of goods affected by the munitions drive. Exports 
of vehicles fell by £1:0 million, iron and steel by 
£08 million, machinery by £0-7 million and non- 
ferrous metals by £0°4 million. Apart from cotton 
goods, exports of textiles were higher than in June, 
as also were exports of a number of other descrip- 
tions of manufactured goods. Groups showing an in- 
crease compared with both a month and a year earlier 
were electrical goods and apparatus, silk and artificial 
silk goods, miscellaneous textile manufactures and 
paper and cardboard. 

Re-exports last month, valued at £1°8 million, were 
£0-2 million less than in June, but were appreciably 
higher than the re-exports a year ago, to the area 
with which trade is now open, the bulk of our 
re-exports in normal times going to the Continent of 
Europe. Re-exports of wool last month were negligible, 
but there was a recovery in re-exports of hides and 
skins.

PAPER CONTROL 
NEW RESTRICTIONS 


The need for economy in the use of paper is em- 
phasised by the new Control of Paper (No. 20) Order, 
1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1370, price 2d.), which 
came into force on 16 August. While supplies of home- 
produced papermaking materials are being developed 
to the fullest possible extent, they cannot be sufficient 
to replace the supplies formerly obtained from over- 
seas, and the Minister of Supply has no hesitation in 
calling upon the public to sacrifice some of the lavish 
uses to which paper has been put in the past, though 
he regrets that these economies must affect adversely 
employers and employed in the businesses which have 
produced the articles to which the restrictions apply. 

The new Order replaces the Control of Paper (No. 
16) Order (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ’”’ of 
30 May 1940, page 522), the provisions of which are 
continued with certain modifications and extensions. 
The principal provisions of the new Order are as 
follows :— 

The prohibition continues on new newspapers, magazines 
and periodicals and on the more frequent publication of 
existing newspapers, magazines and periodicals, A statu- 
tory ban on the ‘sale or return ’’ system for newspapers 
has been suspended on condition that newspapers all con- 
tinue to be sold on a no returns basis, and claims for 
returns will be admitted only in special circumstances. The 
prohibition of the ‘‘ sale or return ’’ system now applies to 
magazines and other periodicals. The prohibition on the 
printing of posters relating to newspapers, magazines and 
periodicals continues. 

No poster or portion of a poster exceeding 2,400 square 
inches may be printed on new paper, but a poster of larger 
size may be printed if the excess is printed on the hack of 
old posters. Printing includes handwriting, the silkscreen 
process or making by any other means. Old posters and 
parts of old posters may be exhibited with a newly printed 
part not exceeding 2,400 square inches in area. Posters 
advertising substantialiy identical matter must be at least 
100 feet apart if both can be seen at the same time. 

Posters relating to the sale of goods may be exhibited 
inside a shop. They may be exhibited elsewhere only on 
advertising space previously used for such posters, and 
then only if already printed before the date of the Order 
or if printed on paper acquired before 27 May for printing 
posters or if printed on the back of an old poster. Posters 
relating to moneylending, betting, pools and competitions 
are prohibited. 

The restrictions on advertising circulars are increased, 
the weight that may be distributed being reduced to one- 
fifth of what was distributed in the corresponding three 
months of last year, but this weight may be made up to 
56 lbs. over the months November, December 1940 and 
January 1941, in order to enable small traders to distribute 
advertising calendars, diaries, etc., which have for the most 
part already been made. No advertising circulars may be 
distributed at all relating to goods which are specified in 
the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) Order, 1940 
(i.e. goods which may be supplied to retailers only in 
limited quantities—see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’? of 
6 June 1940 (page 538) ). Loose advertising matter may 
not be inserted in newspapers, magazines and periodicals. 

Wrapping and packing of articles, whether for wholesale 
or retail distribution, is limited to the extent required for 
the protection of the article, and the inclusion of advertis- 
ing matter is prohibited. These restrictions are extended 
to the delivery of all goods, e.g. by laundries, cleaners, etc. 
A band not exceeding 13 inches in width may be put round 
a metal container. The separate wrapping or packing of 
& metal container or collapsible metal tube, except for 
posting, etc., is prohibited. 

The restrictions on the manufacture of paper serviettes, 
d’oyleys, handkerchiefs, tablecloths, cups, saucers, plates, 
festoons, decorations and confetti continue, except that 
handkerchiefs may be made from paper acquired before 
27 May for use in hospitals or sanatoria or for dental and 
medical purposes. 

_New prohibitions on production apply to view cards and 
picture postcards; greeting cards exceeding % ounce; 
daily, weekly and monthly calendars exceeding specified 
weights; crackers; gramophone record envelopes exceeding 
4 specified substance; show cards; display cards; advertis-

ing novelties; counter or window display devices; menus 
over 80 square inches; dummy cartons; programmes exceed- 
ing 200 square inches; compliments slips; visiting cards; 
drip mats and facial tissues. The effect of these restric- 
tions may not be immediately apparent as stocks of goods 
exist and most Christmas cards, crackers and calendars for 
next Christmas have already been made. 


The Order does not apply to export trade. 


RATIONING SCHEME: EXTENSION AND NEW 
FEATURES 


The Control of Paper (No. 21) Order (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 1479, price 2d.), which came into force on 
16 August, extends for a further period of three months 
from 1 September the paper rationing scheme under 
which licences are required-from the Paper Controller 
for the delivery or conversion of paper by a mill and 
for the disposal of imported paper by the importer. 
New features of the Order are (1) delivery or conversion 
of paper which has been authorised during the present 
licence period may be completed without further 
authority up to 14 September; (2) licences for the pro- 
duction of paper in the new licensing period may be 
issued and production may begin before 1 September; 
(8) the provision under which no licence is required 
for the production of paper made mainly of waste 
paper, straw and other home produced materials has 
been modified by reducing the maximum percentage of 
imported raw materials from 8334 per cent. to 20 per 
cent.; (4) the provision which enabled unbleached 
imitation parchment, greaseproof paper, vegetable 
parchment, papers for the electrical trade and photo- 
graphic base papers to be produced without licence has 
been withdrawn. 


MAXIMUM PRICES 


The Control of Paper (No. 22) Order (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 1494, price 1d.), which came into force on 
19 August, fixes maximum prices for certain white 
banks, bonds and manifolds and for bleached glazed 
imitation parchment of lighter substance than 
normally produced. A new maximum price is fixed 
for single lined Kraft, a board which is now being pro- 
duced largely from waste paper. The Order also fixes 
prices to be charged by merchants for a wide range of 
boards. 


TIMBER CONTROL 
CHARGES ON IMPORTED TIMBER 


The attention of all stock holders of imported timber, 
whether consumers or merchants, is called to the pro- 
visions of the Timber Charges (No. 1) Order,* under 
which, with certain exceptions mentioned in Article 2 
of the Order, all private opening stocks of imported 
timber falling within the definition of timber in the 
Control] of Timber (No. 13)* Order are liable to a 
charge at the rates set out in the Schedule to the 
Charges Order. 


As far as consumers are concerned, the most important 
exemption is that which provides that the charge shall not 
be payable on the consumption of timber up to one stan- 
dard of softwood or 100 cu. ft. of hardwood in the case of 
timber acquired on or before 4 October 1939. 

The charge is payable on or before the last day of the 
month following the date of delivery or consumption to the 
Timber Control Officer in the area from which the timber 
is delivered or in which it is consumed. The first payments 
will thus become due on 31 August in respect of deliveries 
or consumption during the month of July. Under Article 
2 (4) of the Order, the charge is recoverable as a debt due 
to the Crown or by the Minister of Supply in the same 
manner as a civil debt under Section 35 of the Summary 
Jurisdiction Act, 1879. 


Under the Control of Timber (No. 14) Order, which 
came into force on 8 August, every person liable to pay

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the Charge must make a return of the amount payable, 
accompanied by a remittance, to the Timber Control 
Officer in the area concerned. Copies of the prescribed 
forms of return, which are scheduled to the Order, are 
obtainable at Timber Control Area Offices or, in the 
case of mining timber, at Timber Control Pitwood 
District Offices. 


AUCTION SALES 


A number of enquiries have been received by the 
Ministry of Supply and the Timber Control regarding 
the effect of the Timber Control Orders on auction sales 
of timber, and a procedure has now been evolved for 
the holding of these sales within the framework of the 
Orders. 

As fixed prices have been laid down for imported timber, 
and it is just as much an offence to sell at rates below these 
prices as ahove them, it is clearly not possible for auction 
sales of imported timber to take place. Similarly, auction 
sales of plywood cannot take place now that fixed prices 
have been provided for plywood under the Control of 
Timber (No. 16) Order.* Auction sales can, however, be 
held for home-grown timber, in respect of which maximum 
prices are provided, and for second-hand timber or plywood 
as defined in the Control of Timber (No. 15) Order.* This 
Order lays down that timber or plywood obtained from the 
destruction, demolition or breaking up of any structure or 
article; timber or plywood which having been used for any 
purpose has thereby deteriorated; and slabs or off-cuts 
produced in any sawmills in the United Kingdom may be 
certified by the Timber Control as ‘‘ recovered—unclassi- 
fied.’’ The maximum price payable for such timber or 
plywood may either be determined by agreement between 
the buyer and seller subject to the approval of the Timber 
Control, or alternatively a maximum price ‘may be pro- 
vided on application to the Control. 

Under Direction No. 4 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1495, price 
1d.), which was made on 15 August under the Control of 
Timber (No. 13) Order and came into force on 21 August, 
timber and plywood sold at public auctions licensed by the 
Timber Control may be acquired without any acquisition 
licence. Persons purchasing timber at such auctions, how- 
ever, must normally obtain a licence before they consume 
this timber and must not resell it without the authority of 
a licence or at a price exceeding the maximum price pro- 
vided under the Order. 

Persons wishing to hold auctions of timber must apply, 
either themselves or through their auctioneers, to the 
Timber Control Area Officer, and must submit, at least 
seven days before the date of the sale, a list of the material 
to be offered, divided into the lots in which it will be 
offered, with the vendors’ valuation of each lot at the 
appropriate maximum price marked against it. The Area 
Officer will then satisfy himself that each lot has been 
properly priced in accordance with the relevant provision 
of the Order. No bid for any lot may be accepted by the 
auctioneer in excess of the maximum price so laid down, 
and no lot may be divided. Every purchaser must sign a 
receipt in duplicate for any timber purchased, and one 
copy of this receipt must be given to the auctioneer. Both 
the auctioneer and the purchaser may be called upon by an 
officer of the Timber Control to produce this receipt. 

A special procedure has been devised for small sales of 
under £150 in value. At these sales a single maximum 
price is fixed by the Timber Control Area Officer to cover 
all the material to be offered. No catalogue with the 
vendors’ valuation of the material need be submitted in 
advance, and division into lots is not required, although 
the auctioneer may, of course, divide the material into lots 
as he wishes. No part of the material may be sold at a 
price disproportionate to the maximum price fixed for the 
whole, and within three days after the sale a return of 
the aggregate of the bids accepted, and a description of 
the materials unsold must be submitted to the Area Officer. 
This procedure is intended primarily for small agricultural 
sales, and the Timber Control are, of course, under no 
obligation to allow the normal procedure to be modified in 
the case of all sales under £150 in value, and will not 
normally do so unless they are satisfied that the procedure 
may properly be applied. 


Persons wishing to hold auctions of timber are par- 
ticularly requested to ceive as ample notice as possible 
to the Timber Control Area Officers of their intentions.

(S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1474, price 1d.), which has been 
made by the Ministry of Supply to take effect as from 
15 August 1940, specifies maximum prices for the sales 
of agricultural sulphate of ammonia in quantities of 
2 cwts. or more.

CONTROL OF CAUSTIC POTASH AND 
CARBONATE OF POTASH 


FIRST ORDER 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of 
Caustic Potash and Carbonate of Potash (No. 1) Order, 
1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1475, price 1d.), under 
which purchases by consumers of caustic potash and 
carbonate of potash may be made only under licence; 
lots not exceeding one half-ton a month are, however, 
exempt. It is the intention only to license purchases 
where the use of these materials is essential, and where 
substitution is impossible. 


Application forms for licences can be obtained from 
the Secretary, Raw Materials Department, Ministry 
of Supply, Shell-Mex House, Strand, W.C.2. 
Envelopes . should be marked clearly ‘‘ Caustic 
Potash ’’ or “‘ Carbonate of Potash ’’ according to the 
material for which application is made. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR PURCHASE 


In view of the shortage of supplies of both caustic 
potash and carbonate of potash a single buying 
organisation for these salts has been set up. This 
buying organisation is under the chairmanship of 
Mr. G. Marchand, of the Glass Manufacturers’ 
Federation, and is composed of representatives of the 
principal importing merchants and of the consumers. 
It will make purchases through a company with a 
nominal capital which is to be set up. 


Its purchases will be divided between merchants 
who can show that they held an established position 
as importers in the twelve months preceding the war 
on the basis of their actual imports during the first 
nine months of the war. The position of the distri- 
buting merchant who did not import will be safe- 
guarded. Re-selling prices will be fixed in agreement 
with the Ministry of Supply and there will be a mer- 
chant’s discount. Supplies of caustic potash and car- 
bonate of potash will be obtainable from the importing 
merchants, who will not undersell distributing*mer- 
chants. There is no intention that the ordinary chan- 
nels of this trade should be altered. 


CONTROL OF PLASTICS 


The Minister of Supply has appointed Mr. A, Vyvyan 
Board to be Controller of Plastics. 


The Control is being set up to regulate the con- 
sumption of plastics which are being used in increasing 
quantities in connection with the armament. pro- 
gramme. The Control will also co-ordinate the arrange- 
ments for the supplies of the principal raw materials 
used in these manufactures, the more important being 
formaldehyde, urea, phenol, cresol, cellulose acetate, 
nitro-cellulose and rennet casein. A further announce- 
ment will be made in due course regarding the detailed 
control arrangements. 


Mr. Board is at present the Controller of Molasses 
and Industrial Alcohol, which post he will continue to 
hold.

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EXPORT CONTROL 
FUR SKINS; WORKS OF ART AND ANTIQUES 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 31) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 
1524, price 1d.), prohibiting the export without licence 
of fur skins and manufactures of fur skins, works of 
art, and antiques. For the purposes of this Order 
‘antiques ’’ are defined as articles manufactured or 
produced more than 75 years before the date of ex- 
portation, and include books and manuscripts. 

The object of this Order is to prevent the export of 
capital from this country in the form of valuables. 
Normally no licences for the exportation of these 
articles will be granted to private individuals, and 
travellers leaving the country will only be allowed to 
take with them articles covered by the Order of rela- 
tively small intrinsic value, and one used fur coat. 

The term ‘‘ works of art ’’ includes such articles as 
paintings in oil or water colours; drawings; sculptures 
(including castings) in any material, whether in the 
round, in relief or in intaglio; and hand-engraved or 
hiand-etched blocks, plates or other material and hand- 
printed impressions thereof. It does not include 
ordinary decorative articles made by stencilling, photo, 
chemical or other industrial or mechanical processes. 

Foreign nationals and British subjects who are more 
closely connected with the Dominions, India, Burma 
or the Colonies than with the United Kingdom may 
nevertheless obtain permission to remove with them 
such of their bona fide personal effects as are covered 
by this Order, or by the Export of Goods (Control) 
(No. 22) Order, 1940. (By this last-mentioned Order 
the exportation of jewellery and postage stamps with- 
out licence was prohibited.) 

A committee has been appointed by the Board of 
Trade to examine applications from the above classes 
of persons for permission to take with them such bona 
fide personal effects. Inquiries should be made to the 
Secretary, Committee on Export of Valuables, Export 
Licensing Department, Inveresk House, 346, Strand, 
W.C.2. The committee will have power to grant a 
certificate entitling the applicant, upon certain condi- 
tions, to export such articles without an export licence. 

The above restrictions will not prevent the commer- 
cial exportation of these articles by exporters who 
remain in this country and conform to the Treasury 
regulations governing the disposal of the proceeds of 
exports to certain destinations. ‘Applications for export 
licences should be addressed to Export Licensing De- 
partment, Inveresk House, 346, Strand, W.C.2. 

The Order came into force on Wednesday, 21 August 
1940.

CANADA 
WAR RISKS INSURANCE 


With reference to the Notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 9 May 1940 (page 477), 
the Board of Trade have been informed by H.M. Senior 
Trade Commissioner at Ottawa that it would be acceptable 
to the Department of National Revenue for exporters to 
show the price of the goods in the ‘‘ fair market value ”’ 
column on Canadian Customs invoices exclusive of the 
amount of War Risks Commodity Insurance. The amount 
of the insurance must in any case be stated separately and 
an indication given of whether or not it is included in the 
“fair market value ’’ declared. 

It should also be noted that the amount entered on the 
invoice as ‘‘ selling price to purchaser ’’ must be exclusive 
of the War Risks Commodity Insurance and a statement to 
that effect made. In cases where the cost of the insurance 
is to be borne by the consignee this charge should appear 
as a separate item on the invoice. 

The certified Customs invoice must carry a statement 
showing the amount of the insurance and how it was 
computed. 


EIRE 
IMPORT OF UNITED KINGDOM RAW APPLES 


The Government of Eire have agreed that a limited 
quantity of raw apples of United Kingdom origin may be 
admitted into Eire free of Customs duty during the year 
commencing 1 August 1940.

At the request of the Government of Eire the Board of 
Trade have agreed to facilitate the distribution of the 
vouchers, and have made arrangements with the National 
Federation of Fruit and Potato Trades, Limited, Russell 
Chambers, Covent Garden, London, W.C.2, and the 
Ministry of Agriculture for Northern Ireland, Belfast, to 
distribute the vouchers for apples grown in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, respectively. 

Applications covering shipments from Great Britain dur- 
ing the month of August should be sent at once to the 
Secretary of the National Federation, and applications for 
subsequent months should be sent to arrive not later than 
the 20th of the month preceding that in which it is desired 
to ship.

‘Customs Tariff Modifications,’ the Commercial Secre- 
tary to H.M. Legation at Lima has forwarded a translation 
of a Decree issued on 6 June imposing the following regu- 
lations regarding the method of calculating the gross 
weight which is taken as a basis for the new duties on 
motor cars specified in the above-mentioned Notice :— 


(a) The weight of the motor car shall be taken along 
with its normal accessories, such as fenders, four tyres, and 
one or two spares (according to the usual specification of 
the maker), headlights, accumulating batteries and set of 
tools. 

Mctor cars which are presented for Customs house clear- 
ance without these accessories will be subject to a surcharge 
of 100 per cent. on the partial weight of each one of the 
accessories which is missing. 

(b) Similarly, the weight of motor cars which are pre- 
sented for cléarance without such accessories as dynamos, 
electric starters, carburettors with air and petrol filters, 
silencers, seat cushions, mudguards, hoods, blinds or any 
other accessory essential for the normal use of the vehicle, 
will be subject to a surcharge of 100 per cent., the weight, 
for Customs house purposes, to be taken in the condition 
in which they are presented for clearance.

205), « United States Treasury Decision [T.D. 4990], pub- 
lished on 1 August 1940, contains a Notification, dated 
19 July 1946, to the effect that the period of operation of 
the import taxes under Section 3420 of the Internal 
Revenue Code has been extended for four years, until 
30 June 1945. 

A further Decision [T.D. 4985] published on 25 July 
1940 notifies that, from 1 July 1940 to 30 June 1945, the 
tax on cigarettes weighing not more than 3 pounds per 
thousand has been increased from $3 per thousand to $3:26 
per thousand, and the tax on cigarettes weighing more 
than 3 pounds per thousand has been increased from $7-20 
per thousand to $7-80 per thousand.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


BLACK BOLTS (WAR EMERGENCY BRITISH 
STANDARD) 


To secure the utmost economy in steel consumption 
the British Standards Institution is co-operating with 
the Ministry of Supply by revising a number of the 
existing British Standards, and by preparing new 
“War Emergency ”’ Standards. 

One such War Emergency Standard has recently been 
issued for black bolts and nuts. This specification, which 
is additional to the well-known B.S. 28 for Black Bolts 
and Nuts of ‘‘ Whitworth ’’ dimensions, provides for black 
bolts having heads and nuts smaller than the full Whit- 
worth sizes. The specification has been prepared at the 
request of the Ministry and in full consultation with the 
manufacturers, and it is estimated that the manufacture of 
bolts and nuts to this new standard will effect a saving of 
some 60,000 tons of stec] per year. 

The dimensions of the heads and nuts are those of the 
next smaller nominal size in the ‘‘ Whitworth ”’ series, and 
permit of the use of existing spanners. The dimensions are 
therefore, in effect, those which have been long recognised 
for bright B.S.F. bolts and ‘‘‘ Auto-Whit ” bright bolts as 
laid down in B.S. 191 and B.S. 193. 

An interesting feature of this War Emergency Specifiea- 
tion for black bolts and nuts is that it makes provision for 
both the B.S. Whitworth and B.S. Fine thread.

From this Intelligence Service information on ali subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade pro- 
ducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, ete. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers.

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought.

guarantees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any 
person, firm or company carrying on business in the United 
Kingdom, and the goods, generally speaking, must be home 
produced, i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom. 


SHort-TeRM CREDITS 


The guarantees protect exporters against the main risk 
of giving credit to oversea buyers. Losses arising from the 
insolvency of the buyer can be covered by the Department’s 
Comprehensive Guarantee Policy for the whole of an ex- 
porter’s business during a forward period of twelve months. 
An Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee, which can 
be obtained for a supplementary premium, protects the ex- 
porter against the risk that a buyer may be unable to make 
payment when due owing to the imposition of exchange 
restriction, or to the occurrence of war between the im- 
porter’s country and the United Kingdom, or to war, 
hostilities, civil war, rebellion, revolution, insurrection, 
civil commotion or other disturbance in the country of the 
buyer. 


CREDITS TO PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETC. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities or private traders. In the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 
ment’s guarantees. 


PRE-SHIPMENT RISKS 


Policies are also issued to cover 75 per cent. of loss in- 
curred owing to shipment of goods ordered being prevented 
by various causes. These are: (a) the insolvency of the 
buyer before shipment is due to take place; (b) the imposi- 
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tion of import restrictions in a buyer’s country after an 
order has been placed which, in their effect, render it im- 
possible or impracticable for the buyer to take delivery 
of the goods; (c) the occurrence of war, hostilities, civil 
commotion and the like in the buyer’s country.

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COMPANY MEETING.—FURNESS, WITHY & CO., LTD,

have lost two vessels each and two other companies one 
vessel each by war risk, and there has been one total loss 
by marine risk of a vessel owned by an associated company. 
These vessels will need to be replaced in due course in 
order to maintain the services normally operated by them. In 
addition other vessels will need to be built to replace normal 
wastage, and it is clear that for many years to come building 
costs will be considerably higher than the original cost of these 
various vessels, apart altogether from the replacement by new 
tonnage for old. Provision must be made for these increased 
costs, otherwise our fleets will automatically dwindle in 
number, in earning power and in ability to perform the services 
which we are accustomed to maintain. We have, as you are 
aware, provided regularly for normal depreciation, but the 
increased costs to which I have referred are certain to be in 
excess of anything that can be taken care of by normal depre- 
ciation, and consequently your directors are proposing to place 
£100,000 out of the past year’s profits to the credit of a replace- 
ment account for this ultimate purpose. 

It is desirable to emphasise what I have recently said on 
another occasion—and I am certain I voice the view of the 
great majority of shipowners—that the shipping industry has 
no thought of making profits from the war. Our thoughts are 
concentrated on two main objects, the first being to contribute 
the maximum effort of mind and material to the successful 
prosecution of the war, and the second to do what lies in our 
power to protect the future of our industry. 

The £100,000 which we are, now setting aside represents only 
24 per cent. on the original cost of our existing vessels, and it 
is clear that the increased cost of replacement will much exceed 
this figure. Already shipbuilding costs have risen by at least 
25 per cent., and consequently your directors attach the utmost 
importance to the necessity of augmenting the fleet replace- 
ment fund whenever circumstances permit. Indeed we would be 
lacking in our duty to our shareholders if we failed to make 
proper provision for the maintenance of our fleet. Our sub- 
sidiary shipping companies are adopting a similar policy. 

With these thoughts in mind I may say that the industry 
pressed the Government very hard, but without success, to take 
the question of replacement costs into consideration in their 
requisition arrangements. In doing so we had the interests of 
the shipping industry in mind, as well as the national need for 
maintaining an efficient mercantile marine. 

The Minister of Shipping, in the White Paper recently pub- 
lished, stated his point of view on this subject very fairly and 
emphasised his realisation of the ‘‘ necessity of maintaining 
the British Mercantile Marine in adequate strength and in a 
position of full competitive efficiency.”” At the same time it is 
stated in the White Paper that His Majesty’s Government were 
unable to agree to include in the rates of remuneration now 
being paid any allowance towards providing for future replace- 
ment. I may be permitted to state that what the industry 
isked for was that a separate amount representing a small per- 
centage of the capital cost of each ship should be set aside—not 
paid in cash but merely credited to the account of the owner 
of each requisitioned ship—as a reserve for replacement pur- 
poses after the war. <A fund would thus have been established 
for the purpose to which H.M. Government, as well as the 
industry, attach the greatest importance. 

As regards the Excess Profits Tax, in view of the necessities 
of the Exchequer, I think on the whole we should approve the 
Chancellor’s decision to establish this tax on the basis of 100 per 
cent., coupled, as it was, with a statement recognising the neces- 
sity for treating industry fairly. This particularly concerns the 
shipping industry which in the years immediately preceding 
the war had experienced a long series of years of depression, with 
the exception of one short period. 


AGREEMENT WITH GOVERNMENT 


It is obvious that with taxation at such a high level there 
will be very little, if any, margin of earnings over and above 
ordinary depreciation reserves available for putting aside 
towards the cost of new building. It is equally obvious that the 
Government will desire new ships to be built, and that ship- 
builders will, in due course, be seeking orders for new ships. 
The shipping industry must make such provision as may now 
be possible for these future necessities, and, therefore, in agree- 
ment with the Government, an arrangement has been made by 
which instead of receiving in cash the full value of ships lost 
by war risk while in Government service, a portion of such 
value, representing the increase in the insurance value of the 
ship since the outbreak of war, will be set aside in a Government 
fund, bearing interest, which will be earmarked specifically for 
new building in conjunction with the pre-war, or basic value, 
of the vessel to be replaced. This agreement has much merit 
in itself, but it serves another purpose which is very welcome to 
the shipping industry, viz. the avoidance of so-called capital 
profits being taken out of the industry. It is a matter of con- 
siderable satisfaction that the possibility of history repeating 
itself in this respect is, to a large extent, prevented by this 
mutual agreement between the Government and shipowners. It 
should, however, be made clear that in effect it is simply a matter 
of shipowners leaving part of their capital in the hands of the 
Government so that they may have the use of it pending its 
ultimate employment in the building of new merchant ships, and 
When the fund is ultimately made available for that purpose 
it must not be looked upon as being anything in the nature 
of a subsidy, or gift from the Government. On the contrary, 
the Government is rétaining for its own benefit a substantial 





proportion of the trading profits of many ships which are 
operating on commercial services in addition to the Excess 
Profits Tax. 

At the close of these remarks I should like to make reference 
to two matters which do not directly concern the company or its 
shareholders. Indirectly, I am sure they will be of more than 
ordinary interest, particularly as they both concern our staffs. 
The first is in reference to the evacuation from Dunkirk. Mr. 
Ronald Cross, the Minister of Shipping, has already spoken 
of the Merchant Marine’s part in that epic story in language 
which must have thrilled his listeners. For skill, courage and 
devotion it is a story which matches anything in past history, 
and shareholders will learn with pride that your company con- 
tributed 20 lifeboats from ships which we happened to have 
in port at the time the appeal was made for-boats and volunteers. 
Volunteers vied with each other for the privilege of manning 
the boats, and I am happy to say that all our personnel re- 
turned safely, although, unfortunately, five of our lifeboats are 
missing. 


WAR SAVINGS CAMPAIGN 


A National Savings Group has been established among the 
members of our staff, and the spirit with which our employees 
are imbued is evidenced by the very gratifying measure of 
support which the campaign has met with. 


ASSOCIATED COMPANIES 


I have omitted from my address on this occasion my customary 
review of the activities of our various subsidiary and associated 
companies. I hope you will be content with a general assurance 
that in spite of circumstances which have brought about many 
changes, including the temporary suspension of at least three 
of our regular services, the whole of our organisation is actively 
engaged to the extent of 100 per cent. of its capacity, with the 
exception of our interests in Bermuda, where operations are 
almost entirely suspended for the time being. 

It will have been noticed from the footnote to the directors’ 
report that, with a view to saving paper, it is not proposed to 
issue to shareholders a printed report of the proceedings at this 
meeting which will, however, be fully published in the London 
ind provincial press, which will give those shareholders who 
have been unable to be present to-day an opportunity of in- 
forming themselves on the matters concerning their interests. 

A large number of our men are serving with His Majesty’s 
forces, and those who remain to carry on the company’s affairs 
are carrying the increased burden of their responsibilities with 
determination and a cheerful spirit. I am glad to have this 
opportunity of expressing the directors’ sincere appreciation 
of their efforts. It will easily be understood that even matters 
of simple procedure can at times become most complicated by 
the necessity of complying with constantly varying regulations, 
in addition to which we have undertaken a great deal of new 
work, all of which has been undertaken with pleasure and satis- 
faction. I also mention with great pleasure that two of our 
officers have been decorated for meritorious service afloat and 
two officers and one cadet have been highly commended for their 
resourcefulness in emergencies. 

I hope that it may be possible for us to meet next year 
in happier circumstances. In the meantime our full energies 
will be directed towards backing up the Government in the 
prosecution of the war. Our sphere is a comparatively small 
but important one, and shareholders should know that our 
company and its subsidiaries have already subscribed about 
£750,000 to the new War Loans, representing in part normal 
depreciation reserves and in part the proceeds of vessels lost, 
and awaiting ultimate investment in new tonnage for which 
we are unable at present to secure a building licence. I am sure 
this will meet with your approval. It is quite evident that we 
are all called upon to make heavy sacrifices, but they will be 
made cheerfully, and willingly, to achieve victory, and I am 
tempted to close these remarks with a quotation from a speech 
made by the American Senator, Key Pittman, which to my mind 
aptly expresses the spirit and determination of all members 
of the British Empire, viz. ‘‘ It is evident that nobody dies 
but once and life’s period is limited; so it is far better to die 
a few days earlier for Christianity, justice and liberty than to 
live a little longer in cowardice and degeneracy.”’ 

I now have pleasure in proposing that the report and accounts 
be adopted, and that a dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum, less income tax, be paid to holders of the ordinary 
stock on 27 August. 

The Deputy Chairman (Mr. Ernest H. Murrant, M.B.E.) 
seconded the resolution, which was carried unanimously. 

The Deputy Chairman then moved the re-election of the retir- 
ing directors, The Lord Essendon, Sir Osborn G. Holmden, 
K.B.E., and Mr. William H. Beckingham. 

Mr. Sydney J. Forster seconded the resolution, which was 
carried unanimously. 

On the motion of Mr. H. North Lewis. seconded by Mr. R. 
Seton-Winton, the auditors (Messrs. W. T. Walton and Son) 
were re-appointed. 

Sir Fortescue Flannery, Bart., said he was sure the share- 
holders would not desire this meeting to close without an 
expression of appreciation, not only of the Chairman’s speech. 
but also of the manner in which the business of the company 
had been carried on during the year which has just closed. He 
therefore proposed that the thanks of this meeting be given to 
the Chairman, the directors and the staff, both ashore and afloat. 
for the careful and skilful management of the company’s affairs. 

Mr. B. A. Glanvill, J.P., seconded the motion, which was 
carried with acclamation, and the Chairman having briefly 
replied. the proceedings terminated.
